larmed about. Believe me, 
brethren, the Church of God is 
holding her own, and really she 
is on a boom, when we take in 
consideration the financial panic 
that is on at the present time. 
Some people who would try to 
make it appear that the Church 


of God is retrograding never 
once make mention that the 
country is under the greatest 


strain that it has been for years, 
they fail to remember the fact 
that tens of thousands of people 
are out of employment because 
of mines, factories, and other in- 
dustries being shut down, 

The ministers in charge of 
conventions where I have visit- 
ed in the states this spring and 
summer tell me that they have 
never seen times so close. They 
say that three years ago they 
could have raised ten dollars 
easier than they can raise one 
dollar now. So brethren I 
wouldn’t have been greatly sur- 
prised if the tithe of tithes had 
fallen off to less than $600.00 
But let me whisper 
this in your ear, “The members 
of the Church of God are loyal 
and will go their length if the 
panic is on, and they are prov- 
ing it.” 

Now get right close up and 
listen: It is’ true that our Gen- 
eral Secretary was only able to 


give to the court a record of| 


tithe of tithes for the 
month of May as being only 
$656.24. This does seem small, 
but this does very well after all 
when you consider that May is 
always a short month for tith- 
ing. The fall months are always 
the best months for tithing be- 
cause of crops being ‘gathered; 
every sincere man knows this 
but I only mention this to re- 
fresh your minds of this fact. 
Why take the weakest month 
and make an average with it? 
I will just state for your infor- 
mation, the amount turned in 
for court records in June is 
$903.83. There is quite a dif- 
ference in this and the little 


weak month of May, is there 
not? 
Now listen again: It is re- 


ported that the average month- 
ly report of tithe of tithes sent 
to Headquarters were $944.26. 
This was for last year remem- 
ber. This record may be found 
in 1923 minutes. I will just 
say that this is doubtless cor- 
rect, but why take the little 
weak month of May for a com- 
parison? Come listen again: 
Here are some records that can 
be produced on short notice, 
this is not a record of the 
strongest month or even May, 
the weakest month, but I am 
giving you an average of the 
tithe of tithes sent to Headquar- 
ters since the Assembly of 
November, 1923. There has 
been an average of $998.54. Is 
this less than half the monthly 
receipts of last year? Compare 
the two will you? The average 
for the entire last year was 
$944.26, and the average for 
the eight months just past is 
$998.54 (near $1,000.00) which 
is the greater? You may judge 
for yourself.

to Headquarters. We admit that 
there are only that amount 
sending money, but this isn’t all 


that are reporting by any 
means. Let us make a com- 
parison. In the record of last 


year till June, while all were 
supposed to have been stand- 
img together, there were 666 
churches and 228 of those fail- 
ed to report to Headquarters. 
Just about one third were off, 
yet they were standing true in 
a way. No one said that one- 
third of the churches are gone 
with some other faction just be- 
cause they hadn’t reported. Now 
suppose we use the same rule 
as that of 1922. Say that one- 
third of the 740 churches are 
not reporting, that would leave 
494 churches that were ac- 
tive. Now suppose __ that 
the 270 that they say 
are sending in tithes were all 
that were reporting, there would 
be yet 224 active churches 
somewhere. Well, I just want 
to tell you that there are many 
churches’ besides the 270. 
Though they are very small and 
weak they delight to be identi- 
fied with the General Body, and 
they are sending in their reports 
though it be very weak. 
Filthy Lucre 


Money becomes “filthy lucre” 
to the man who becomes 
“money crazed.” This is when 
the love for money has the up- 
permost seat in his mind, he wil) 
grapple after it and will have 
it if he has to surrender the 
principles of right to get it, and 
this, I am frank to say the 
Elders’ Council has never done. 
I consider that they are using 
this money in as conservative a 
manner as they can under the 
rulings of the Assembly. 

First, the Assembly some 
years back placed the finance 
and its problems in the hands 
of the Council. Also the As- 
sembly decided that the tithe of 
tithes should be for their use, 
not especially for their support, 
but for them. to use for spread- 
ing the gospel. I will just 
state that the usual allotment 
to the General Overseer has 
been cut way down, this has 


been done to conserve the 
finance. 
Now as_ concerning the 


amount the Editor and Publish- 
er receives, every one who 
weighs this without any prej- 
udice thinks the amount very 
meager for a man who has as 
much to see after as he does. 
While some try to make it ap- 
pear that the tithes coming to 
Headquarters are coming up 
very :short and that the “big 
preachers” have gobbled it up. I 
will just state here that near 
$700.00 have been paid to oth- 
er ministers to help them out of 
close places this year, not to 
the twelve, but to other needy 
ones on the field. There are 
some of the twelve that haven’t 
received a penny from this 
fund. 

By way of further explana- 
tion, I will state that the $75.00 
paid to Templeman Piano Com- 
pany was money turned to this 
fund by T. L. McLain as As- 
sembly expense money, and so 
stated in the record to the court. 

These few explanations 1! 
submit to the seekers of truth. 
because some have written to 
me asking for an explanation 
concerning the items mention- 
ed above. I do this because of 
the love f have for the truth and 
for sympathy and good will to- 
ward those who are being toss- 
ed to and fro by the “contrary 
winds,” not the cool soothing 
breezes of the Holy Ghost.
